numerous warnings to' withdraw froim 
the investigation service and several* 
threats have been made against his'i

More than a Million Adherents. | 
The results of this investigation | 
startled even the government officials.- F 
They pr6ved that, what had until that 
time been considered a national buga- 
boo ,was in reality a well-organized * 
movement with the overthrow of the' 
United States-government as its pur-* \ 
pose. They proved that behind this 1 
movement was Russia-^-"red"- Russia-r- 
and that all instructions relating to the 
conduct ofHFadicals here come direct, 
froftf I^qscow. They proved that the* 
f C6rnmunist International is out to cOn-j; 
quer the world, and that through its!

Chicago, it developed from this inr 
vestigation, is the headquarters for all 
radical activity in the thiited States.

the communist idea throughout Amer- 
ica. He had been sent here ttfwork 
up class hatred, to .create unrest in the 
labor dasses> and by any means possi- 
ble to generate a /feeling of hatred 
against -the government among the 
working classes to <such a point that 
revolution would result. Stoklitzky 
stayed for a time in Hew York, mov- 
ing in the latter part of 1918 to Chi, 
cago. Here he lived for sevefal months 
on South. Kedzie avenue near Roose- 
velt road. He was later arrested in 
Detroit, ''where, charges of spreading 
revolutionary propaganda were brought 
against him, ending in deportation 49 
Russia, where he now holds office as

"Workers' Party" Externally Legal and Harmless, 

Underneath. Same as Communist Group", Grew Out 

of Activity 1 to Suppress Latter.

Chapter J5. 
The blow dealt by the Government 
through Its raids was not one which 
could bo too easily overcome by com- 
munist leaders who had escaped serv- 
ice of deportation warrants-or by new 
leaders to be sent from. Russia to 
carry on the work of communizing 
tho United States. It proved to the 
Moscow International what it had 
been intended to prove — that the 
communist party of America could no 
longer * legally exist In tho United 
States. It also made plainly apparent 
to international officials that if com- 
munism were to continue to flourish 
here and to retain the hold already 
acquired there was need of immedi- 
ate action to utilize every possible 
foroe*in this country to that end. 

As the mosj; effective method for 
carrying' out their plans II was de- 
cided to create an organization to be 
* known as radical in feeling, but yet 
one 'which should be entirely within 
tho law, although its membership iist 
would be almost the exact duplicate 
of tho now forbidden "Communist 
.party." Thus was born the "Workers* 
.party," legal and harmless to outside 
appearances, but under the surfaco 
having the same ambition as the 
older party, from which It was form- 
ed — the overthrow of tho United 
States Government and substitution 
of a government by tho workers. 
Duty Specified. 
"It Is the duty of the Communist 
party/' theso instructions read, "to 
defeat by any means that may be 
necessary the capitalist government's 
attempt to confine it to underground 
channels, in which It is even more 
concealed from the masses than it Is 
from the government. It Is true that 
we cannot cxjst now- in the open 
under our own name as tlic Commun- 
ist party section of the Communist 
International. This is partly because 
of tho peculiar present utago of cap- 
italism in this country, partly be- 
cause of the long habit of non-soli- 
darity of labor in America, partly be- 
causo of the peculiar cowardice of tho 
Socialist officialdom, which at erlt. 
leal moments prevented a united 
stand for revolutionary principles, 
leaving the revolutionists without an 
organization with which to with- 
stand an onslaught in tho open; also 
partly because the Communists in 
this country attempted to stand in 
the open and were unable to obtain 
the mass support, wero partly do-. 
stroyed and their remnants driven 
underground." 

Ixsst this new semi-political force 
thvtt crfta-tftrt bo misunderstood or Its 
purposo'be nriscoftstcuc^ as placing It 
among others^ generally ,lookodbUpon- 
as "radical but" harmless,"- hero is- tho 
avowed program of ;thc party whteh 
afterward was named- the Workers' 
party, given out'from Moscow by tho 
Communist International: 

"The legal political organ Is to" be 
a means, -^enabling the Communist 
party to' function in open contact 
with tho masses in the class struggle 
and to become tho revolutionary 
party of tho masses. It is to .par- 
ticipate activoly In all phases of the 
class struggle on a platform that will 
go as far toward tho Communist pro- 
gram as Is possible while continu- 
ing an'cgal political existence. 
Membership Compulsory, 
•The entire membership of the un- 
derground party, tho real Commu- 
nist party, must join the open party 
and become its most active element. 
Communist party members must at 
all times hold the positions, of lead- 
ership , in the legal party. 

•*Jt follows from tho above that 
the leadership and control of the le- 
gal political, organ must bo retained 
by tho Communist party „of America. 
Honco tho party membership must 
function in the legal political organ 
as a unit subject and responsible to 
tho Communist party. 

"Tho program of the legal political 



organ" is to have for it3 basis thr 
general principle of the class strug- 
gle, with tho establishment of the 
Workers' Republic as its tinal politi- 
cal objective." 

Gcta Peremptory Orders. 

It was some timo boforc tnc Com- 
munists of America finally decided to 
carry out tho decisions and orders 
from Moscow to proceed with the 
formation of the legal political party. 
Finally a peremptory demand that 
action bo started arrived at Com- 
munist headquarters In New York 
from tho International. This docu- 
ment was received December 8. 1921 — 
quite a while after the formation of 
this legal machinery — and was de- 
livered by special messenger. It stated 
that the executive committee of the 
Communist International was resolved 
to support the central executive com- 
mittee of the Communist party of 
America in favoring tho immediate 
formation of a legal political party on 
a national scale "over tho opposition 
of certain elements within the party 
which objected to such procedure." 

It was thought that by the forma- 
tion of this party a powerful weapon 
would be given Into the hands k of 
American Communists to combat olhor 
political forces in tho United States. 
Through this legal activity. It was 
thought, would be gained for tho 
Communist party a strength which 
could not bo obtained by purely un- 
derground methods. 

All plans for this legal -work were 
completed by Communist leaders in 
Moscow. When these had been 
formed directions were received here 



to call an underground' convention' of 
tho Communist party to make *all 
final arrangements for the public-con- 
vention at whieh the 'legal" revolu- 
tionary party was to, be launched. 
This underground convention, was 
called for the Summer- of 1322-^thle 
gathering held in Brldgeman, Mich. 
In spite of the fact that the cbnven-; 
tlon was raided by agents of the 
bureau of investigation, plans, 'had 
been perfected to such an extent'tlia't 
the purpose of the convention, in -so 
far as Communist plans were conV 
cerned, was accomplished. The pub- 
lic convention was held later in tho 
fall of 131*2, and thus was formed

killing 35 persons. Scores of others 
were wounded. 

At the time of theae outrages, of

- \ time nor at any time since has the 
real story been printed of those bomb- 
ings, and it. is here for the first time^ 

♦ that an authentic account is given of 
* I those plots as seen from the side of 
Vnited States officials who investigat- 
i ed them. 

, Immediately after the discovery of 
one of the bombs sent through the 
s " . mail instructions were received in 
Chicago fronr Department of Justice 
headquarters in AVashington ordering 
tl an instant investigation of a re- 
port that the bombs being used by 
fr anarchists had been manufactured in 
' ' Chicago. As a matter of fact, infor- 
' ination to that effect had been re- 
ceived in our office in Chicago several' 
i days before the first disturbance, and 

* I, with two other agents, had been 
•working on the case for some time. 

Meet in I. W. AV. Hall. . 

From information gathered by me 
and from other confidential sources it 
was learned as a positive fact that 
not only were the bombs manufac- 
, tured near Chicago, but also that the 
! plots to kill the officials whose lives 
" were later threatened were first form- 
ed in Chicago. Also the meeting of 
anarchists, at which the dates of the 
_ bombings were to be fixed, was held 
f in a basement meeting place on the 
r AVest Side.

day four men left Camden' for New* 5 
York, and nine boarded a train for! 
Philadelphia. Identity of some of the, 
men was also learned, but they never- 
were apprehended.

All are known to be followers of Enrico 
Malatesta, one-time American, who was 
deported for preaching anarchism and 
who, when last heard of, was living in 
Paris. 

"Another secret 'conference of anar- 
chists was held in New York on June 
IS, 1919, attended by the following dele- 
gates: Jacob Goodman, Chicago; Mike 
Kossoff, Milwaukee; Dan Ttichert, Balti-t 
more; Carlo Coiirolcs, Newark, N. J.,! 
and Harry Kelly, Stolton, N. J. 

They were taken into custody. They 
refused to talk, denying all knowledge 
of- any bombing plot, and as no under-,, 
cover man was present at this meeting;

litent persons of Hungary gained for himself tho tltlo "butcher of Hungary". When 
(ho United States government declared the communists orgnnliattoii horo illegal, ho 
wns sent ovor to consolidate tho underground work of tho communists, and special 
orders wore sent to mo from Washington to ho on tho look-out for his nrrlvnl.

From that (lino I searched continuously for two years for Pogany, or Popper, re- 
ceiving (lino uftor time Information Unit ho was working at such nnd such a place, 
go to that pliico-nnd find that ho had Just left. 1 followed him once to New York, 
where ho attended a conference of Now York communists, Many times ho visited 
Chicago, nnd onco he missed arrest by Just hair an hour, I received Information that, 
lie was at tho office of tho Friends of Soviet Rusiila, rushed there in a taxlcab, and 
found that he had left not half an hour before for parts unknown.

TIiIb department was Hist organised nt a conference held In Moscow April C, 
which was attended by delegates from the United Slates, Argentine, Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, France, Qormnny, Croat Britain, Holland, India, Ireland, Ituly, 
Java, Norway, Poland, Sweden and Jagoifculn.

necessity of expelling foreign aggressors. A similar manifesto was sent out by tho 
fled Trade Union International, and almost Immediately money started pouring into 
China to aid tho revolutionary lighters, This was sent In the guise of "relief" money 
to aid "starving China". Thlstras followed by activity on the part of tho Society for 
tho Promotion of the Air Fleet— n Rusrlan ogranlzatlon "lo encourage development 
In Russia of an air fleet for proletarian purposes". The Russian Leiiln Communist 
Union of Youth also Joined in, and hundreds of trained agitator? began pouring Into 
China — with tho results at present apparent. 

Sun Yat Son, himself, In his farewell message to his communist "comrades", said. 

"Forty years' work for tho national revolution and for winning freedom and 
equal rights for China have brought me to the firm conviction that China can only 
achloYo Its aim by mobilizing tho masses and by tho closest collaboration with those 
peoples who consider us an equalo, 

"The light for the revolution must be continued. I call upon the part) to con- 
centrate all efforts upon (ho speediest realization of Its alma." 

To tho executive committee of tho Soviet Union, he sent, on the ovo of his death,, 
"I leave behind me a parly which, as I always hoped, will bo allied with you In lis 
historical task of liberating China and other suppressed peoples from the yoke of 
Imperialism. 

"My charge to the Koumlntang party bororo all Is that It shall continue to pro- 
mote tho cause of the national revolutionary movement for the emancipation of 
China, which has been degraded by Imperialism Into a seml-colonlal country. I 
'therefore charge my party to mnlntahi permanent contact with you, I cherish the 
firm belief that your support of my country will remain unaltered." 

This loiter shows conclusively tho close connection of the communist soviet wllli 
affairs In China, 

It shows also the spirit In which tho so-called support of tho Russian commun- 
ists was received. A spirit of friendship and confidence. With Sun Yat Sen. a pow- 
erful Imliience In China, also a convert to communism, now converts flocked Into the 
ranks. The rest was easy-being simply a matter of lime lo train tho "nw com- 
rades'* In the methods and doctrines of communism, 

When Sen Yat Son died, the Worker's party In the United States and local 
branches of the Chinese National party called mass meetings la Now York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and other large cities which were attended by both whites and Chinese, 
at which a considerable sum of money was collected and sent to China for use In 
furthering the revolutionary cause there. There has also been established In Now 
Yort u publication printed in the Chinese language for spreading revolutionary prop- 
aganda among 'he Chinese In that city.

An unobtrusive announcement has como from Great Britain hornldlni, tho pro- 
posed visit to the United States of A, A, Parcel!, president of tho International Fed- 
eration or Trado Unions, to attend the annual convention In Alnntlc City of tho 
American Federation of Labor as British fraternal dologato to tho convontlon, 

To tho casual reader neither this Journey of Purcoll nor the coining convention 
of tho American Federation of Labor carries special significance. But when the un* 
dorlylng motives of PtirccH's visit aro made known, along with tho proposed action 
to be taken by certain Left Wing American Labor delegates, thls'inectlng linked with 
Purcell's visit takes on a significance which may be world-wide In Its effect and to 
which the American public would do well to pay heed, 

For, to thoso who know tho lusldo of tho labor situation both hero and abroad 
the real purpose of Purcell's arrival Is apparent as a sinister inovo against tho exist- 
ing organization of the Federation of Labor In America; a determination to renew 
efforts which In tho past have been unsuccessful to "capture" tho Amorclan Federa- 
tion of Labor and link it with tho Communist International of Russia. 

Right now there Is In session In London a British trado union conference, in 
which Purcell Is taking a leading part, tho purpose of wheh Is to dovlsc ways and 
means to centralize the efforts of tho basic Industries unions to adopt a common poli- 
cy toward capltallsm-aii attempt nt a new alignment of labor forces to solidify labor 
throughout tho world, A long stop In this direction 1 , In bo far as British labor Is con!" 
corned, was taken In November 1924 when a Brlt|sh delegation, headed by Purcoll, 
attended the all-Russian Trado Union congress at Moscow, and brought about tho 
formation of tho Anglo-Hussion Unity Committee fo work toward complete unity of 
purpose of the Rngllsh and Russian trado unions, Final details looking toward en- 
tire International unity among trado unions aro tf> bo worked out during tho pres- 
ent London convention. 

Tlio next move of tho International unity Inborltes— who aro acting under 
direction of the Moscow government-will bo to establish "unity" connections with 
tho trade unions ln,tho United States, and It Is for Ultls purpose that Purcell has been 
chosen as fraternal dologato lo attend the Amorlctjii Federation of Labor convention 
at Atlantic City, 

Hero communists have had practically free reign with little governmental Inter- 
ference and It Is known that they have made good use of Iholr tlmo, Preliminary 
work has already been Inaugurated lo make nirAmorlca" Russian trade w .on alli- 
ance one of tho principal features of tho coming tobor convention; 

When tho labor convontlon gets under way It Is expected that throughout the 
sessions there will bo In action a subtle Intrigue, l/pth In tho open and underground, 
to secure sufficient support to warrant putting to n vote the question of au affiliation 
of American trado unions with the red (rade unions ijf Russia by Joining tho American 
Federation to the International Federation of Trade Unions, This will be nothing 
more than a camoullago lo cloud what Is clearly an .'attempt to further tho commun- 
ist scheme of welding trade unions Internationally In their world-wide war against 
capitalism. This, by tho way, Is the avowed purpose 1 of Purcell In his visit hero, al- 
though not generally announced. 

In this connection it Is Interesting to note tho labor history or Purcell, Ho has 
beon a member of tho Furnishing trades for many years 1831, and was a member of 
ilio Social Democratic Federation for many years, \U\ served as member of the Sal- 
ford Borough Council for six years, and was parliamentary candidate from West 
Salford In 1910. Ho was elected to the General Council, Trades Union Congress, 
131!) and has been re-elected each year. Elected president, 1924 of International 
Federation of Trado Unions, at (ho Vienna conference, which he attended as British 
fraternal delegate. Ho also acted as president nt 1924 Trade Union Congress, lie 
also accompanied the labor delegation to Russia in 1920, 

Tho elevation of Purcoll to his position as president of tho International Fedora- 
(Ion of Trado Unions and his selection ns fraternal delegate to tho American Federa- 
tion of Labor Convontlon marks an Important victory for tho left wing labor organ); 
rations and also for the communist International. It was Purcell also who wos almost 
entirely responsible for bringing about unity between (he trade unions of Russia 
ii ml (hose of Croat Britain, 

Therefore, If Is aafo to predict that when the convention Is called to order at 
Atlantic City there will bo made known sufficient facts to causa persons to look nsk- 
anco at the statement that communism died In tho United States with tho over- 
whelming republican victory of last November,

"deserters" established a, so-called left*, 
wing, consisting of the ultraradicals of 
the organization, who believed in ^'di- 
rect revolutionary, action."

^rapid growfr?;pf Russian "red'^prin- 
^ciples^ in^be^Jhited States. 
./ Bluent-«geakers were smuggled into

How Bolshevism Began. 

Bolshevism is a mixture of socialism 
and anarchy. Tt is revolutionary, the 
extreme of democracy. It is based 
upon ideas, of absolute equality and 
upon a principle t that the higher in- 
dustries must be lowered io_ the status 
dfnfie lower classes.^ j lt proposed to 
annihilate not only large capitalists 
but small capitalists as well, destroying ( 
absolutely all property rights.

How the government reacted to the 
communist activities- every one knows. 
Columns were printed *at the time 
describing the sensational raids made 
by federal, state and city authorities in 
January, 1920\ And what the commu- 
nists were doing until that time also is 
more oi* less of an open book. Until 
-that time: ''red" activities were, ajjowed 
by the government to- proceeds without, 
molestation, although under * constant 
watch of federal agents. 

Howsver, since the- raids in ^hich 
more than ,3*000 members fcif. commu- 
nist organizations. werc\ arrested' and 
later deported, little* is. |cnowA/?>3C the 
public except in a very genera} way, 
Npr is- itr, realized to what a startling 
exten^thc^o'paganda of the- organiza- 
tion was, successful. , * 

It was a time of industrial upheaval. 
There weYe strikes, onevery fiand, in 
almost every line di:;in;QUStry> T v arid : the 
government, realizing that these 
strikes were largely the v result7of com- 
munists* work, decided to strike one* 
huge blow at the- organization/in am ef- 
fort to break it down.. This effort Jo 
some extent was successful. . ,That is, 
it did deal a great blow to the move- 
ment. Where .before great publicity 
'was obtained whenever^ a meeting was; 
held, thereafter-everytHingT-lia^ t.fr be] 
done in secret;. - * , ■ * » . - \ 

Secret Meetings Ordered. ■' ** j 
1 0n orders from Mo>cowy lnstru'c-J 
tions were' sent out from thp Chicago V 
headquartersvthat no efforts be m^de* 
thereafter to further thG*pause;of * revo- 
lution^ the&ope^and^it y/as. ordered 
that meetings' at which policies were to 
be discussed must be held jn secret. All 
large meetings were forbidden, and at 
no time was it permitted that -more 
than ten communists meet together at 
any onespfcfee. But the- raids did- not 
halt the communist movement* It 
simply placed difficulties in the manner 
of its procedure. 

Many conventions of communists^ 
were' field of which the public never; 
heard. There are probably not ten per

^even cohsecutive day and nights, the 
sessions sometimes running until 6 or 
4 o'clock in the. morning. ^ 

It was at this convention that a 
threatened split in the communist par- 
ty was mended and unity of purpose 
[achieved to iorm what was thereafter 
known as the united cpmmunist party 
of America. - ' t 

It was William .Bros* Lloyd who 
made it necessary that this conven-' 
tion be called. ; 

* Iiloyd 1m Action. 
' Back in September, 1919, a conven- 
tion was held in Chicago attended by 
.delegates' from all parts«.6f the counter; 
to the- American .communist pany* 
Now*. Mr. Lloyd for some reason had 
incurred the enmity of a large number, 
of- communists. In, the^ first place , he i 
had always remained a member ox the 
socialist party, ^and it was his avowed 
aim to win over the communists, tp be- 
come a -radical branch of the socialist 
oaf ty. In the second place, his -.mem- 
bership" in the communist patty was 
objected to because he was deriving 
large benefits which were not shared 
by others'' of his comrades-^-namely, 
profits from rents and interest on in- 
vested capital, which 'every loyal--com-. 
munist will tell you is no way for ^ 
commjunist to act. 

It was suggested to^ Mr. Lloyd at 
one time that lie give up his wealth- 
distribute it* equally for the benefit, of 
the communist c&use and thus be- 
come a true communist from the heart 
out, but this Mr. Lloyd cou/d not -see 
his way clear to do v - 

Therefore when \-m the convention 
hall in 1919 Mr. Lloyd attempted to 
present certain resolutions favoring so- 
cialism, and again attempted tp obtain 
a vote of approval .on certain of the 
socialist principles, resentment against 
him was aroused anew. Mr. Lloyd was 
persistent, so persistent that finally 
Adolph GermerJ -secretary of the con- 
vention and Alexander Stokhtzky, the 
Russian organizer, objected to these 
interruptions and rebuked ,Mr. Lloyd

CHAPTER «. 

It was the formation of the second 
communist organization — the runaway 
organization formed by William Bross 
Lloyd after he and his supporters had 
been tossed ou,£bf a regular communist 
convention-^wnich did most to bring, 
against the radicals drastic action on J 
the part of the government, i 

With both organizations at work, 
each, striving to outrun the other in a 
membership race, t^ere was just twice 1 
as much radical activity as there had 
been previously-^arid^the purpose of 
each party was,- the* same — the over- t 
throw of the United States govern- \ 
ment by force. v * , j 

The government' was' forced to take 
notice of 'this menacing influence; and * 
to take immediate* steps to sheck it. , 
Eaclr partjr also was busy stirrings up,, 
industrial trouble. There were strikes ! 
on every hanii> many laid at the door 
of communism; Various -states— Illi- 
nois,; -Sfew York. New Jersey^ Massa- 
chusetts. Michigan, California, Ohio 
and— Indiana— enacted laws aimed *at 
such organizations. The United States 
took another' means of ' striking at the 
menace. Secretary of Labor Wilson 
issued a ruling wnich\ made all com- 
munist organizations "outlaws," and 
which made membership in such or- 
ganizations, or any other organization 
which advocated the overthrow of the 
government, adequate cause for depor- 
tation. In January, 1920, the . raids' 
came — a nation-wide sweep which, net- '■ 
ted more* than 3,000. 

Meets Defeat witn Kerr Plans, A 

However, the communists were 
equally swift with their own orders* 
The raids^were not twenty-four hours 
old when orders, poured in irom Mos- 
cow to commuhfs v t 'headquarters in New 
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York and Chicago. Dozens of code! [leaders in New York^—and tfieir con-^ 



wires were dispatched from both sidesi 
of the water, and almost immediately] 
a new .course of action had been de- 
cided upon. Uew leaders were shipper 
across, carrying with theni secre 
instructions for the carrying on of the] 
new line of work — in secret. Andde 
tailed instructions and . suggestions] 
were tabled in code to communist! 
leaders who were known to have es-| 
caped the raids, telling them exactly 
how the government in Moscow wished J 
them to proceed. - \ 

These instructions decreed that fromj 
that date — Jan. % % 1920 — all activities 
in support of communism and of. 
revolution must he carried ^on in secret. 
-No more open; headquarters. No more 
open meeting or conventions. * And no 
meetingSrr^uriless specially * ordered 
from Russia-^of more than ten^ per- 
sons at any one time or place. 

It must not, he supposed, however, 
that such a light thing as a raid or two, 
by the, government did anything to the 
Communist organizations except to dis 
turb $em momentarily. It did check 
for a^fme their general activities. It 
called^, halt to their entire system of 
publicity 1 and' made necessary a com 
plete Organization of methods. And 
it todlc*:aWay many of their, leaders and 
sent tl&m back \a Russia. But it did 
hot halt, the movement.

United' States./ .Others arrived secretly

, The, "reds" were watching, for just 
such; a move on the part 'of the gov-j 
ernment. They knew that it was only; 
a question of time before their activi:' 
ties in '-he 'open would be checked, ami. 
they were prepared for it when » it 
came. Thereafter their labors took a 
little more preparation. It was a, little 
more difficult to h61d meetings and to 
send communications, because oi the 
danger of arrest — but meet they did. 
Frpm January Until .April small groups 
of ~ six, eight, ten communists gathered 
together in various parts of the cityi 
afid country, for all the world as if| 
nothing had happened. 

B.JJ, April, from reports carried to 
Russia) by special messenger, it became 
apparent *tc* leaders, there that if com- 
munism ever was to succeed in Ameri- 
ca . the^vp'^ warring, factions must be 
reconciled" and united. So a, special en- 
voy named Melnichansky was; selected 
to bring to the "red" brethren in Amer- 
ica the suggestion; from Russia; fliat the' 
unity convention \h& called." Melnichan- 
sky was "Intrusted' with secret^ orders- 
How he succeeded in entering the 
country * without detection no" one 
knows. Government agents,, through an 
under-covter man of the government 
wnq, had succeeded in gaining the con- \ 
fidence of Communist leaders without; 
arousing suspicion, knew when fhet 
envoy ;left Moscow; He knew -that he 
was to^rrive by way of Amsterdam.]

Ordered to Secret Convntion, 

These orders (jorftained perhaps the* 
most detaijed set^'l secret instructions 
whicti ever? entered' the country, Theyl 
contained a call : for a secret ^conven- 
tion/ the Jo6ation oi which .not even 
the delegates were to know until they 
were Started on the last section: of their 
trip lo*ih& convention grounds* :, 

ComnYunists in every section of the 
country, were commanded to meet se- 
cretin and to select a delegate fo at- 
tend the convention. To this delegate 
was handed an>< envelope bearing tlje 
official- seal of the communist party in 
Moscow, the contents of which, none in 
the United! .SVates knew. In this^ en- 
veloped?^ delegate found his^ direct 
tibnsxi^An^with such secrecy were all 
arrangeiiSfotS made that, even a>fter 
"openin^hisX letter of instruction^,; the 
-deiegate-*3iimself did not knowK$here 
he was going. They thought by this 
means to prevent any possible treach- 
ery on the part of any member* who 
might be led to make known the meet- 
ing place to the government officials.

■received another envelope/ which he 
was- not to ;open until he had boarded 
the train. This "train order", informed 
him that he was on his way to Chicago 
and gave specific directions for him to 
follow when Jie reached the city. 
All Center oil Chicago* 
Delegates from .other sections of the 
country were ^ given their instructions 
with equal precision and equal se- 
ctecv. All departures were planned so 
that" the delegates Would arrive in Chi- 
cago on the rilornitig of May 15. 

And on the niorning of May 15 there 
arrived at the forest preserve in River 
Forest^ from all points of the country, 
from Canada and from Russia, twenty- 
five members and delegates from the 
united communist party, thirty-two 
delegates from the communist-labor 
party, otfe delegate from Canada and 
one Relegate representing the commu- 
nist -international in Moscow. ^ 
All of these delegates met in the: 
woods for- seven consecutive days and 
nights iiv order that unity might ^be 
achieved in the communist organiza- 
tions.

Once assembled, tfre "convention" 
progressed much as, any' dtner meet 
ing, wit \ the only difference that this 
one was in the open ^instead of within 
walls. Several Hmts speeches were 
'delayed and interrupted when one of 
+*- guards Reported , a stranger ap 
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preaching; ;At -such times, *tlie large 
group would break into small' circles, 
and the niembers of these engage : in 
laughing , cony er$it ion, a*s- -it .they had 
just arave&or.were just leaving; 

There were arguments over every- 
thing^ Tfiey quarreled over the selec- 
tion of committees,. They quarreled 
Ipyer the" name to be adopted for the 
party which they had assembled there- 
to, .mriify. And they argued heatedly 
'over each item- which /finally *wenf to 
make up- the program* much £s school-, 
bojfs argue in a debating society,. There 
was resentment and" suspicion during 
every* session. 

Tfce IVicrlit Sessions.- 

Their' sincerity .and earnestness, 
however, js in* no instance illustrated 
more strikingly .than in their persever- 
'ance during -this- convention, .Starting 
sometimes as early as 6 o'clock in the 
morning,. 4h<& -would, labbr tirelessly 
through their debates/ speechmakjng 
and arguments, throughout the day arid 
far- into the liight, with barely enough 
time allowed ipr- eating meals. * 

'At the night .sessions no lights "were 
allowed. As * darkness fell ,tjic ; - dele- 
gates would seat themselves in. a. cres- 
cent about a -small hillock > v which 
served as, a dais,- and from this slight 
elevation) one. after anpther, the dele- 
gates addressed, the , convention. Each 
point which,' arose would be .sufficient 
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cause for eight or 'ten speeeches and at: 
least one violent quarrel; followed byj 
general wrangling. 

WffliaW'Bfoss* Lloyd*, -although the; 
founder of the communist-labor party, 
was hot present at any of these ses- 

tidhs. Because of the antagonism of j; 
everal of the communists against him 
it was thought wise to. have him re- 
main absent. Isaac Ferguspn r . the 
lawyer, was there, however^ and took 
*an active part in the meetings. 

Future -Program Discussed., 
At thai convention work for the fu- 
ture was taken up from every angle* 
and discussed in detail.

The resolution had 
almost passed by unanimous vote, of 
both factions' when ' spme one- discpy- 
ered^that the words "by armed force" 
had been omitted.. Imhiediately there,; 
was a clamor for the inclusion 0$ these 
words. Fully as .strong in , opposition 
were the communist-l?tbor delegates, 
•^heir opposition was finally stilled/ 
however; and the resolution was passed'

The federation of labor also came in 
for its share of discussion when, after 
heated debate, a resolution was passed 
denouncing "the federation as an anti- 
revoiutionary ' organization."

The final debate lasted for an entire 
day and far into the early morning of 
the next, and concerned the question- of 
unify of the two parties- represented by 
the delegates .present. • 
, There were some delegates who ob- 
stinately refused -to agree to s such* a ; 
unions The,last morning found the 
situation deadlocked, and the argu-* 
ment*wcnt oh during- tl^e day. Tl>ere 
were speeches by the score; The ob- 
stinate communist labor .delegates- were 
Jed away one by one to the touter 
fringe, where a group of "comrades" 
attempted to shake their decision. 

Finally, toward midnight, a new pro- 
cedure was adopted. The two groups, 
separated to debate the question by, 
themselves. Looking' on from where we 
'were lying behind the bushes, it seemed 
silly, this arguing hour after hour over 
whether there should^ be one party or 
two. Yet they argued the Question as 
seriously and with as much earnestness 
as though it were one tipon which 
hinged the fate of the nation. 



Voices Rise In Song:.

During the war this organization 
grew in strength, and in 1918 an as- 
sociation with- the comnuyiist party 
was effected, whereupon they called 
themselves the anarchist-communist. 
They even became so powerful- that 
they dared to ast in the open, advo- 
cating at public meetings the principle 
of assassination to rjd -the country of 
its "de'spots." They held' weekly, 
meetings^ they issued a daily publi- 
cation jih New Y^rk;, and they even 
printed" numerous books ^explaining; 
their doctrines. * » 

Raids 'on,tHe Anarchists. * 

The United States government, at 
the same time the raids, were being, 
'made on communist and allieii organ- 
izations, took the opportunity to rid 
.the country of several of the ,anar^ 
Schist leaders, wjtlv tfie Yeiult that in 
November, 1919, government rai)is, 
netted 365 notorious anarchists w{io. 
Jater were' deported as undesirables. 
JJ^hese raids .broke into their- organiza- 
tion \p t such an extent .that in order 
£o keep it alive they associated** 
themselves with" the, communists* per-

r Emma Goldman, who, until her de- 
portation in 1920, was- one of the,

CHAPTElt O. 

Early in 1919 nine bombs were dis- 
patched simultaneously to New Y6rk/ 
Washington, Boston, 'Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh, JNTewtonville, .tyass^ and Pater- 
son,^. J, Through these bombs, an-- 
archists, aimed aCthe lives of hiWpub- 
Hc officials wKo had" been active in en- 
forcing American "law, and forcef uk in* 
Jheir denunciation of * the* destructive 
principlesiiPreached :by anarchists.^ 

A f ew Weeks earlier^— during tlie last 
week of, Apr.il, 1919, twenty-three 
'bombs, were sent frpm the same source 
to various .points of the 1 United' States, 
this time. tKrpugb-the mail. 

And on Sept, 516, 1926; a bomb wa<s 
exploded in front of the New York 
office of J. P. Morgan $ Go., killing 
thirty-five persons.-,* Scores of others 
were wo'uhded. ' ' 

- rieat Story of the* Plots. 

AVlhevtlmey qf th,ese outrages,, of 
; course*- officials immediately turned to 
»tfreir lists of known, radicals 1 and anV 
archist? 4o solve the- question ijl Who ^ 
/did*it?" However, neither* at that time 
no,*/ at any , type v sinpe has, the real 
story^been -printed of those bombings 
-and it-is h<ere for, the first time that an, 
authentic account is given ,ol those 
plots as seen from the side of United 
^States officials who investigated them 
Immediately after the "discovery of 
one of "the bombs sent through the 
nfail instructions were received in Chi-* 
cago, f rom-department of justice head* 
quarters in Washington, ordering an<> 
instant investigation -here of ; a^ report 
that tbe bohibs being used: by 'anar- 
chists had been manufacture^ ! ifi Chi- 
cago. As a matter pf fact, informa T 
tion to that effect had blben received' 
in our office in Chicago .several days 
t before the first disturttancey*arid I, witb 
two other agents, toad "been^vorking 
on the case for some- time. ^ 

From information gathered by me 
and from other confide:^; >oii:^cs it 
\yas Jearaed as, T a positive fact j£ \ 4 not 
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only" were the bombs manufactured 
near Chicago but also that the plots to 
kill the .officials whose lives were later 
tnreatened" were "first formed in Chi- 
cago. Also the meeting of "^anar- 
chists, at which the da\es of the bomb- 
ings were to be fbced, was held in this 
city inr a basenieht meeting place t ori 
the west? side. 

These meetings, our investigation dis- 
closed, were hcld> in a small L W. W. 
hall, where small groups of anarchists 
were in the habit of meeting regularly. 
At about ,Xhis time several anarchists 
had fallen into the hands of the. law- for 
attempted deeds of violence.. Two had 
been sent, to prison, by Judge Charles 
C Notes*, in New York, for attempting' 
follow up St. Patrick's cathedral' there. 
Some three hundred had been taken by 
(^government in raids and were then 
in Jail awaiting deportation. And A. 
Mitchell Palmer, then attorney-general, 
jhad institued a drive against all.rajdi-* 
calism intended^ to -uproot all organiza-j 
tions which hacl for their purpose the! 
overthrow oi the United States gov-; 
ernment^ 

Spy at tne Meeting. 

After much trouble and =*mpre- time 
we succeeded in finding a man who 
had the confidence, of some of Uhe 
anarchist leaders in Chicago, ahd it was 
planned that he would attend all an; T 
archist meetings, feign much fervor 
toward anarchist principles — ahd ^re- 
port: the' proceedings to the Chicago 
office of the department of justice. 
This plan had been followed for some' 
five -weeks. t During 'the middle of 
April it wa.s that the "special" meeting 
of anarchists was* called to be held in. 
the T. W. W< hall. There were forty 
anarchists at this meeting, and the 
'principal subject of discussion was the- 
fate b{ their comrades' 'in , jaij; Thi3 
meeting was called to plan drastic ac- 
tion in protest— "to show the^ officials 
the power of anarchism.'* ** *• 

Of those present two, m,en, named 
Castillano and Cha&ello, aftei£;ari;. hour 
of speechmaking, and when*'itxseerhed 
that no "action" was to be taken, de- 
nounced the assembled members^ as 
cowards for allowing their f elrpw. mem- 
bers , to remain in jaif and 'fpr;'i ailing 
to "avenge their wrongs." tl£ was a 
plot of politicians^ they asserted. -They 
insisted that something be dbhe^and 
that plans be formulated immediately 
to punish the, politicians wngywere 
mostly responsible. Howeve^io^ef- 
.initc plans were laid at that ^meeting. 
There had gone around a whispfer that 
there was a spy among their number, 
and tjhe meeting adjourned with the 
"pla>" still to.be formed. * ' 



'Castillano and ChanelloTliowevei:, 
still insistcd,v spy or no spy, that some- 
thing should be 'done, and, they hardly 
waited to get clear of the meeting hall 
, before promoting another meeting to 
be held in Rockford the following 
Week. \ 

Another Secret Meetings * 

At this meeting in Rockford the 
question oi revenge was again brought 
up, but the Russian, element, which 
Was in the majority, again; advised cau- 
tion, and Russian mfembers refused to 
take part in any such plans. There 
followed an angry session, which ended 
when Castillano and Charicllo led their 
followers back to Chicago, where an- 
other meeting is known to have been 
held in strictest secrecy. Here, led 
by Castillano, the details of the* bomb- 
ings were discussed, and delegates 
were selected to proceed immediately 
from Chicago to the east to complete 
the. details. -* ( 

They met some -time .later, govern* 
ment agents in New York discovered, 
in Camden, N. J., where, according t? 
mformation received by, government 
agents from confidential informers, 
the final plans were laid and the 
violent measures" decided upon 4o 
avenge their comrades. It is known* 
that the next day four men left Cam- 
den for yew York ahd nine boarded 
a train" for Philadelphia. Identity of 
some of the men was also learned, but 
they ; never were apprehended., "Vyith 
the help of other anarchists they suc- 
ceeded in fleeing the country and are 
now abroad. All are known to be fol- 
lowers of^Enrico Mafatesta. one-time 
I American who was deported for preach- 
ing anarchism and .who, when last 
[ heard of, was living in Paris. 
t Another secret conference of anar- 
| chists wa's held in New York on June 
1 18, 1919, attended, by the following 
delegates :" Jacob Goodman, Chicago ; 
Mike. Kossoff-, Milwaukee ; Dan Rich- 
crt, Baltimore; Carlo Gouroles, New- 
ark, N. J., and Harry Kelly, Stelton, 

These were taken into custody .They 
refused to talk, denying all knowledge 
of any bombing plot, and as ,no un- 
dercover .man was; present, a.t .this meet- 
ing the government was compelled to 
; release them. The bombs were" made 
m a little hut outside Gary r bit the 
maker of them escaped

, the cottages. On May 18 a con- 
s- fidential informant employed at the 
r printing. office at 1722 West Chicago^ 
.avenue came to me* with information 
that, "Some one had brought in an 
anarchist proclamation to "be printed." 



r ♦admitted that a young Russian fel- 
i low had brought the copy and ordered 
~tjie printing of them.. He had taken 
*the jprbclamation to the general man- 
ager of the place, John Mbskoff, he 
Siaid, and- Mr. Moskoft: had refused to 
~ -allow the -thinly to be- printed. At that 
^ime the affair seemed to*4iave little 
^Significance,* for, in Chicago, some one! 
^ts always attempting to haye printed 
p-gome -matter of a revolutionary nature. 
r2i was filed with other .such "tips" to; 
^"be investigated as soon as time could 
'*- Be found. As it happened, other mat- 
ters oi an urgent nature filled all of 
the lime between then and the first 
^of June, and it was not until T read 
of the bomb explosions which aimed 
at' the lives of Attorney-General 
Palmer and others that the incident of

Averigcrs." With , a little' prompting 
this man- also- remembered, that .it was 
to have 'been printed, in both Russian 
'and English^ The,* Russian, who 
ordered the printing' .spoke English 
; fluently*; he said, -and' had bright,; 
piercing eyes.- JEs first name was 
Alex, and' he lived' near Gary. 

Immediately the whple\situation be- 
came clean % TJt^at* little Russian wno 
had attempted^td ordernh£se,;proclama- 
tions was;iionft; other v ,than : ;the little 
hermit fellow who livedi.on the. beach,, 
— the fellow ;wje had kidded -the rev- 
enue agents^about as beihg;top> clever 
to be caughVin, the acf 6f/li6ptl6gging. 
"Tfye Group of Avengers" also arose 
in another connection, for Under that 
name was, 'functioning a group, of an- 
archists who formed the local group 
of the "Knights x>£ the Red Star." 
This * organization is controlled- by ; a 
committee of five men and, one ^irl, 
located in Boston, and called "The 
Double/ Trinity," ati'd is ' known as 
an exceedingly vicious and „ deadly 
organizatioh.f Its oath of allegiance^ 
carries \vfthUt .the promise of death | 
to the member who fails to undertake 
a commission assigned to him. **■ 
The Man "Who Made the Bombs. > 
The next few days were spent in 
Gary in a irenzied attempt to pick up 
the trail Vhiclr would hay e been so 
hot a month or' two before. And there, 
Su?e enough, was learned 'for. a cer- 
tainty that the rriaa who^ :Had sought 
to have the proclamation .priftte,d was 
.our same little hermit, whom* every 



one, had accused oT5eiri^a;b6o'tIegger; 
Not only that/ but it, was established 
that he was one ,who had made the 
bombs for anarchists** throughout the 
country. 

His name, it developed, was "Alex. 
Ivanoff, a Itussiatfanarchis't, 3vho lived 
in a lonely * spot\ on tjfte b.each*. The 
other qu^cer looking fellows, we found 
out, were also you tig Russian „anarchV 
ists who, came to him from Cleveland, 
New York and other cities, and had 
left with suitcases filled with bombs. 
Another Russian, named Alex de 
George, *,,a chemist by profession and 
known, .as' an. anarchist, had also been] 
seen, about the place of Iyanoff several] 
:times. ,'"'., i 

And those lonely jWalks down the 
beach-^-and the capers of the thinly- j 
clad- ypung women along the<;shoreii 
Those capers : were ^ to/ "attrajpt the. 
curious eye of any who* ;m'ight be] 
about toward the young women — thus] 
distracting v attention from anything 
Jranoft.nrighV, be doing. „ Those lone-, 
ly^ walks, it ^developed,' invariably led 
tp a spot two 'miles east of Miller, to 
the i town * of v JEtna, where the JEtna. 
Powder companv' is located. In the 
water "near the old .plant, had been* 
dumped 250/000 pounds of gun-> 
cotton. As long as it was wet Jit was 
harmless. It was entirely unguarded^: 
and our, friend,, the "hermit," simply* 
was walking up 'and helping, himself 
to as much of this 'cotton as he want- 
ed. Dried out,, it was- as good as 
ever. Experts* who examined- the gun- 
cotton .pronounced it of a; highly ex- 
plosive, nature. 

On June i^ we went with a warrant 
to, arrest Ivanoff— only to leajrn 'that 
On that same afternoon a young fel- 
low who said his name was Louis had 
come and taken Alex away with him. 
The girls also were^ missing and, al- 
though later; sqme of Iyanoff's relatives 
*were located, the man who rhade the 
bombs never was apprehended.

One morning in May, four years* 
ago, a man of sniall stature, his, mind 
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I half crazed by fear, ciimbed through a 
I window *in the bureau of investigation 
^offices in New York, and leaped four- 
teen stories to Iris, death. 
| His death also Killed the govern- 
ment's hopes, for bringing to justice: 
[eight men, WW- were* -known to have- 
plotted against the lives of nine public 
officials ' on June 2;, 1919, For this 
man, Andrea Salsedo, was the-witness 
upon whose testimony government of- 
ficials relied to obtain' a* conviction of 
the men who <had: presented the de- 
partment with c^nc of themOsttfaffling 
mysteries in its historyv ' 

On June 2; 1919', bombs, were ex- 
ploded simultaneously In nine different 
cities, aiming at the lives ',o£ "enemies 
of the proletariat,"' In some tfasejs the 
damage done was. slight? in- others it, 
was imork^ieribus.^The bombs were 
tossed at- the* homes of—* 1 ,

Inveotfkatlon Xs Started; 

Never in the' history .of the depart- 
ment of j us tice was /%uch \a ^mystery 
presented to fede±al sleuths for solu- 
tion. That 'it was the* work of anarr 
chists was certain, yet Yd- gather evi- 
dence necessary to convict these plot- 
ters was .another, matter* 

In the neighborhood „ where each, 
bomb was placed were f6und copies 
of a -lyroclamatidh printed on ,Pjnk 



paper, headed "Plain Worlds," and' 
signed "Anarchist Fighters/ 

"There will have to* be bloodshed," 
the proclamation read. "We wjll not 
die. * • " 

"There wiH have to be murder ; we 
will kill because it is necessary. 

"There will have to be destruction ; 
we will, destroy to rid the world of its 
tyrannical 'institutions.* 1 

This proclamation, together with a 
set .of very scant dues, formed the 
entire working basis fronv,which the 
federal detectives were left to make 
their deductions. When federal agents 
arrived at the home of Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer, here is what they found 
to work on t : ;* , * 

A piece of collar marked "contour 
brand" with- 'the laundry mark <f K. B.!' 

Scattered pieces of a human body 
which had been blown to bits. 

A portion of a blue po,lka-dot tie. 

A part of a shoe. f 

Small pieces of torn cloth.

- Three Grotips v 'under Suspicion. , • 

' No't much of a basis for ah^ invest!- j 
gation, yef immediately a nation-wide I 
search for possible participants in the 
the plot was started by the bureau' of 
investigation, an;d every -available man 
was- assigned* to the-case. A, carefuj 
check of the different anarchist groups 
disclosed that any of three groups of 
anarchists might HaVe beenTesponsible 
for the explosions: (1) The L-Era 
Nuova group of Paterson, N. J., (2) 
The Galhahi .group of- Boston and 
Lynn, Massv;,(3) "The* Pro* Penz'aVoup 
of Philadelphia. The known members 
of these groups Were immediately in- 
vestigated' vyith the view to finding a 
member whose whereabouts could not 
be explained. * v 

To the\ publi&kthe suicide of *a man 
from the fou^teejith ffpor ofi a New 
York building JsVa commonplace event, 
meaning nbtning?$ut 'tlffe death of an| 
unimportant member of society, which! 

m ""*" "" — - — '■ — --' — ■ — -- — — "^ 
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is quickly forgotten in the rush of 
other" events. Yet that death marked 
the close of one of the most strenuous 
investigations ever conducted by any 
department of the government, and it 
,is here for the £rst time that the 
inside story of this man's death and its 
connection with the solution of those 
mysterious bomb explosions t is re- 
vealed. 

It was nQt until February, 1920 — 
eight months after* the explosions li'ad 
occurred — that the first step ^toward a 
successful solution of the mystery was 
accomplished. This came with the dis- 
covery of one Robert /Elia, an Italian 
alien working in a printing shop at 225 
5th avenue, -Brooklyn, who was 
known to have worked on 'the publica- 
tion of certain anarchist literature. Elia 
was taken into custody on information 
received from Chicago, after an inves- 
tigation in this city had disclosed'- an 
attempt here to have printed the "plain 
words- circular in a^hop at 1722 West 
Chicagb avenW. It was from this 
printing office that the first clews 
came which led to the apprehension 
of Elia hi the east. ' * 

Elia Xb Arrested. 
When <taken into custody Elia had 
a revolver in his possession. It was 
therefore a simple matter to have him 
held on the technical charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. The judge, 
oh being informed that Elia possessed 
information which government agents 
considered of great value* suspended 
sentence and turned him. over to, the 
department of justice, where ^e was 
subjected to severe, questioning. After 
.several days of .silence he finally ad- 
mitted that he, was. engaged- in printing 
anarchist literature. . By holdjng^ oyer 
him a threat of a long sentence in thej 
other case, he was induced to consent 
to remain in the custody, of the bureau 
of investigation. 

, A" bed was< brought 'inland a room 
-fitted out for him in the department of 
justice offices and there he remained 
fornix weeks, subjected to Questioning 
every day. ,". 

Meantime^ on advices Jrom Chicago, 
raids wei;e made in Paters on* ISf. J., 
and several notorious anarchists were 
arrested. Then the pointing ;shop in 
Brooklyn was raided, and in the stock 
room paper was found similar to that 
upon which 'the "plain words" circular 
had been printed. Here also was found 
an Italian typesetter, Andrea Salsedo, 
affiliated with the same anarchist grouj) 
to which Elia belonged — the Galliam 
group of Boston and Lynn, Mass. 
Salsedo was taken to New York. An- 
other room was fitted' out for him and 
he was subjected to the same method 
of questioning as Elia. ^ 

Finally, oh- March 11, both, admitted 
that they were active Unf spreading an- 
archist teachings, Latef .Salsedo made 
the further 'confession that he Had re- 
ceived the order to print the circular 
fro m .one Ni coli Recchi r an important 



member ~ of The same anarchist groupT 
After still further questioning Salsedo 
admitted his -participation in the entire 
plot, naming all of those who' had 
formed the plot. This was partly cor- 
roborated by Elia, and little by little 
Salse'do identified by photographs vari- 
ous .anarchists -\vho had been connected 
with, the sending of the bombs. 

During all this time both men were 
represented ■ by an attorney, who was' 
allowed to talk to them daily. This 
attorney also was seen several times 
iii company , of Carlo, Trasca/ known 
to be one »o"f the* leaders of the anar- 
chists. 

r ''Suicide Is Confession*" 

After Salsedo made his first con- 
fession it was evident that sinister in- 
fluence was at wprk to prevent his tell- 
ing anything more. His attorney came 
in for^ his. daily conference and carried 
on a muttered conversation with, him., 
Trasca at times would* appear outside" 
Salsedo's room and it is known that 
threats of violence reached Salsedo 
following his -complete confession of 
InY connection with the pTot. By May 
4' he had become a physical wreck. He 
was driven almost "crazy b*y fear, not 
of the treatment he expected from the: 
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government, but fear that if he' left 

the protection of the United States he 

would be killed by his own companion^, 

■ They would be certain to consider him* 

1 a traitor to ,the cause. He had violated 

his oath to;'t^e* cause of anarchy and by 

tithe terms .pi that same oath he was 

subject either to die t?y his own hand 

or be killed. Evidently he had decided 

to make an end of his own life, thus 

in a manner saving his honor, for on 

the morning of May 4 he rushed to the 

window and; hurled himself fourteen 

floors to death. 

* x Some of those named by Salsedo 

were traced to Europe. Nicoli Recchi, 

,who, had placed the order for the "plain 

words" circular, was traced to Mexico, 

and the whereabouts of every other 

person 'mentioned by Salsedo were, 

traced with^ the exception ' of Carlo,

Witness Found in West.

And it was from 
him that, 'bureau of investigation agents 
obtained\what they believe- is a reliable 
t 'account .of "tjie explosion. 
' ? Acedrfiing to his story kolohs dc- 
f jCided ftp join * ,the radical movement 
; ^hich sailed - for Moscow April 13, 
j 1922, and made himself one of a party 
'of -seventy men and '.ten women. T^i's 
j, party sailed on the steamship Adriatic, 
Jand four of the seventy men, bound 
*for Moscow were four of those- wljo

No mention ever was\madfc ; of* the- f 
attempt on the, life of the president, '

In 'Januarys 1919, d^finder-cover 
man> assigned' from the^l^y^York of-

'Anarchist Communists, Discouraged by .Defeat of Purpose, Evolve 

Plan of Outward Conformity to the'JLaws.

CHAPTER 14. 

May 1^ 19 19 j, was marked by com- 
munists throughout the world as a day 
of celebration and rejoicing. It was 
the anniversary <of the communist in- 
ternational anchby official proclamation, 
from Moscow the day was dedicated 
to, "free Russia."' 

The central executive committee of 
the communist international sent out 
orders by code wire from Moscow tor 
the effect that on May, 1 evepy loyal' »; 
comrade should spend his hours in f 
thankfulness for- the results which < k 
communism already had attained, and 
in demonstrating in some fitting man- 
ner which' would "call to the minds o£ 
the world the tyranny of the capital- 
istic class* and to show the world that 
the power of communism is great!" 
"General, Strilce" Fizzles. 

In the United States, it was {decided 
at a meeting of the central executive 
committee of the united communist 
party of America, that the most fitting 
celebration oi the communist' anniver- 
sary would be the calling of a general 
strike. Let workingmen all over the 
country, in every branch of industry, 
lay down their tools on- that day and 
demonstrate the power of the worker ! 
And this word was sent out by secret 
underground charinels — that in all 
lines of industry a strike should be 
called. _^_^ -..-.. -~ — -^J

tion *of the communist plans: received, 
by the government from their under- 
cover men, a general strike was pre- 
vented. 

Infernal Machines Dispatched. 
Another sort of celebratipn also had 
been set for. that day. The com- 
.munistranarchists, not being wholly in ( 
favor of the general strike idea, de-{ 
cided that their power would best be ; 
proved by a v wholesale slaughter of 
public officials. Meeting in a little 
I. W. W. hall on the west side of .Chi- 
cago this plan was first discussed. 
This was followed by later meetings In 
New York, and Camden, N. J., where 

i ft was : decided to send, out twenty-four 
death-dealing infernal-machines which 
should destroy twenty-three of the 

f country's most prominent men. 

The list of* those **to whom these 
bombs wer* «ent has not, I believe, 
ever, been made- public. The/e was 
much speculation and 'rumor as* to the 
identity oi the men marked for death 
by the anarchists, but no official an- 
nouncement ever was made. Herej

An analysis of this list of intended 
Victims shows that the plot was not 
t idirected at the men as individuals bu$ 
as officials; a plot at the government; 
itself by destruction of its governing' 
tnen. ,* 

PJot Revealed fcy Accident. 

And had it not been for a provi- 
denta^ accident nothing could have 
Stopped the plot frbnvproceeding to its 
dreadful conclusion. As^it happened, 
the; bomb* intended for iSenator Hart- 
tvick exploded prematurely disclosing 
the plot. This bomb bore a wrapper 
marked ^Gimbel Bros., New York." 
It had been mailed in 'New York at a 
time calculated toi>ring it ; to its desti- 
nation on May 1. It exploded on April 
2& Acting on the assumption that 
other* bombs would have been sent, in- 
tended to arrive at their various desti- 
nations, on the same date — May, 1, pos- 
tal' inspectors immediately sent in- 
structions to 'every postmast er in the 



country to watch : for packages bearing 
the gimbel Bros, wrapper; and as a re- 

f eult ? twenty-four bombs were taken 
from the mails at Various points be- 
fore the hour timed for their ex- 

I plosion, and not a single life was lost. 

* Although several persons were sus- 
pected* of being implicated in this plot, 
the 'evidence was not strong enough 
lo guarantee conviction, and no arrests 
were made. 

These various outrages — the Gim- 
bel Bros. i?omb plot, the plot to asssas- 
Einate President Wilson, the plot to 
destroy* Attorney-General Palmer and. 

fc other public officials — the Wall street 
r explosion — are mentione \ to show, 
Ihat the communists in the United 
[^A^ss^tually are active, that .they' 
are not merely preaching The over-J" 
throw, of the government, but also 

j<are pressing home their teachings by 

.demonstrative acts; that these ^fred" 
organizers who arrive to fpund com- 
munist groups obtain as members per- 
sons, who ^became convinced that the 
revolutionary doctrines they listen to| 
should -be accepted as just and right; 
and that 'the plot to overthrow therj 
government is something more than a 
phantom — it is the goal set by thou- 
sands of fanatical enthusiasts who are 
willing* to risk everything and anything 
to "free the working classes ." 

OommnnlntN Form New Plans. 
The raids by the government in 
1919 were intended to wipe out this 
communist movement in the United 
States} and ,to some little extent this 
was accomplished — but only momen 
tarily. . That is, with the arrest and 
^deportation .of many of its • leaders, 
the "red" movement was staggered for 
a time. It lost its impetus. But not 
for : long. 

Hardly had the echoes of the excite- 
ment attendant on the raids died out 
when there were orders sizzling over 
the cable from Moscow directing* a 
ne^w method of campaign in the United 
States^ — a system which was to be 
more ^difficult for the government to 
deal with than* the. one which was 
"wiped out." v * * 
Thes e orders, sent by secret code to 
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communist headquarters in "Sew "Yor 
;and Chicago, * directed the formation 1 
of a new organization. An organiza-; 
tion which, outwardly at least, should 
conform to all the laws of the United 
States. An* organization which should; 
still stand for the spread of communis- : 
tic principles, but the program andj 
constitution of which should not in-1 
elude as its aim the overthrow of the' 
United States government. These or-, 
ders also directed that the old organ-, 
ization, complete, with its purpose of. 
destroying the government, continue! 
to. function, but that its* operations be : 
limited . strictly to work "under -' 
ground.'* 

Thus, where before operations all 
had. been conducted in the open, where 
every* move was seen* now this same 
propaganda^ was to continue in secret, 
And in addition a new' party was 
formed, outwardly legal, and conform 
ing to all laws, but using this legality 
as a cloak to hide the true purpose oi 
its leaders — the purpose which- re- 
mained the same^-the overthrow of 
the United States government by 
force. 

CHAPTER 15. ! 

The blow' dealt by the government! 
through its raids was not one which! 
could be 'too easily overcome by com-, 
munist leaders "^ho had escaped service 
of deportation warrants, or -by new; 
leaders to be sent from Russia to carry 
on the work of communizing the 
United States. It proved to the Mos- 
cow international what it had been in- 
tended to prove — that the communist 
party of America could no longer legal- 
ly exist" in the United States. It also 
made plainly apparent to international 
officials $that if communism were to 
continue to flourish here and to retain 
the hold already acquired, there was 
need of immediate action to utilize 
I every posible force in this country to 
{that end. 
\ As the most effective method for 

(carrying out their plans it was decided 
to create an organization to be known 
as radical* in feeling, but yet one which 
(should be entirely within the law, air 
(though Its membership list would be 
almost the exact duplicate of the now 
forbidden "communist ,party;" Thus 
was born- the "workers' party," legal 
and harmless to outside ^appearances, 



rburundePfKer surface having* the same- 
[ambition as the older party from which 
it was f pruned — the overthrow of the 
United States government and sub- 
stitution of a government by the, 
workers. 

"It ia^'the duty of the communist 
party," these instructions read, "to de- 
feat by, any means that may be neces- 
sary the capitalist government^ at- 
tempt to confine it to underground 
channels, in which it is even-more con- 
cealed from "the masses than it is from 
the government. It is true that we 
cannot* exist now in the open under 
our own name as the communist party 
section of the communist interna- 
tional. This is partly because of thej 
peculiar present stage of capitalism in' 
*this country, pSrtly'because of the long 
habit\bf nonsolidarity of labor in 
America, partly because of the peculiar^ 
cowardice of the socialist officialdom, 
which at critical moments prevented at 
united stand for revolutionary prin- 
ciples, leaving the revolutionists with-; 
out an organization with which to* 
withstand an onslaught in the open,, 
also partly because the communists in ; 
this country attempted to stand in the 1 
.open and were unable to obtain the^ 
mass support, were partly destroyed 
and their remnants driven untfer- 
.ground."'. 

* Prdgrram of tb© Party. 
Lest this new semi-political force 
thus created be misunderstopd or its 
purpose be misconstrued as placing 'it 
among others generally looked upon 
as "radical but harmless." here is the 
avowed program of the party which 
afterward was named 'the workers' 
party,' given out from Moscow by the 
communist international : 
* "The legal political organ is to -be 
a means cnaoling^ the communist party 
to function in open contact with* the 
masses in the class struggle and to 
become the revolutionary party of the 
masses. ' It is to participate actively 
in all phases of the class, struggle onj 
a platform that will go as far toward 
.the communist program as is possible 
while continuing a legal political ex- 
istence. 

/'The entire membership of the un 
$e ( r&round party, the real communist: 
party, must*, join the open party and 
become its r most active element. Cofri- 
munist party members must ..' -j&i&B. 
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times- hold the positions of leadership 
in the legal party. 

"It follows from the above that the 
leadership and control of the legal 
political organ must be retained by 
the communist party of America.- 
Hence the party membership must 
function an the legal political ,organ as 
a unit subject and responsible to the 
communist ^party. 

"The program of the legal political 
organ is to have .for its basis the gen- 
eral principle of, the, * class struggle, 
with the establishment of the workers' 
republic as its final political objec- 
tive." 

Get Peremptory Order*. 
> It was some time before the com- 
munists of America finally decided to 
carry out the ^decisions and orders 
from Moscow to proceed with the 
formation of the legal political party. 
Finally a peremptory demand that ac- 
tion be started arrived at communist 
headquarters in New York from the 
international.- This document was 
received ' Dec. 8, 1921 — qUite * al 
while after the original orders arrived 
suggesting the formation of this legal 
machinery — : and was delivered by k spe- 
cial messenger. It stated that the 
executive committee of the communist 
international was resolved to support 
the central executive committee of the 
communist party of America in favor- 
ing the -immediate formation of a legal 
political party on a national 'scale 
"oVer • the opposition of certain ele- 
ments within the party which objected 
do such procedure"' 

It was thought x that by the forma 
tion of this party a powerful weapon 
would be given „ into the hands,- .of 
American communists to comoat other 
political forces in the United States., 
Through this legal activity, lit was 
thought^ would be gained for the'com- 
'jmuhist party a strength which could' 
not be obtained by purely underground 
methods. 

All plans for this legal work were 
completed by. communist leaders in 
Moscow. , When these had been 
formed, direction were received Here 
to call _an 'underground convention oil 



the, communist party to make f all final} 
arrangements for the public conyen-j 
tion at which the legal revolutionary 
party was to be launched. This under- 
ground convention was called for the 
summer of 1922 — the gathering held 
in Bridgeman, Mich..,, In spite of the 
fact tnat the convention was raided 
by agents of the bureau of investiga- 
tion, plans had been perfected to such 
an extent that the purpose of the con- 
vention, in so far as .comiriunist plans 
were concerned, was" accomplished." 
The public convention, wrfs held later 
in the fall of 1922& .and thus'* was 



formed the workers' party of America. 
Control Remain* 'the Same. 

.Accepting instructions from tne 
communist international in Moscow, 
various meetings w^ej manipulated un- 
der several legal ^ames such as the 
American labor alliance, the Work- 
ers' Council 1 of Africa, and several 
language federatiqn&i/ w Automatically 
members of the underground commun- 
ist party became members in the new 
organization. Membefs of both parties 
take their orders from the same source 
— Moscow. 

Leadership of both lies in the same 
place- 1 — the executive committee o£ the 
international. Workers' * party ' commit- 
tees, district committees, national 
committees, are .composed exclusively 
of leaders of the communist party, and 
the program of the legal party is 
identical with that of jthe communist 
party, with this certain modification—^ 
the workers party does not openly ad- 
vocate the overthrow o£ the United 
States government by , force. 

It is- under this camouflage of le- 
gality that communists now are con- 
centrating their efforts in the United 
States.' Through this means it is their 
purpose to place iri& ^all industries a 
sufficient number of communists even- 
tually to obtain control. - "Divide and 
rule is their slogan, and it is upon 
this that they rest their hope of ob- 
taining sufficient strength in labor or- 
ganizations, and of .gaining* sufficient 
following in other organizations to 
bring about a social revolution.

i their way to jail,, back in 1919,/when 
la- call was issued for a convention to 
Ibe held in. New York during the month 
'of July, 1920. On July 17 thirty-four 
I delegates, of the communist party^ of 
America met to adopt a *new constitu- 
tion, in. which, when accepted, # they 
reiterated their belief in. revolutionary 
mass action as "armed insurrection and 
civil war,' Here is how these thirty- 
four delegates, representing thousands 
of communists, expressed their, inten- 
tion concerning the government: 

A Call to Arms. 

"Mass strikes are an ^ initial * form 
which must be given- "political charac- 
ter by -coming into direct, conflict with 
the sta-e, which openly uses its ma- 
chinery for breaking the strike, and 
crushing the workers* . organization, i 
This culminates m armed insurrection: 
and civil war aimed 'directly at, the 
destruction, of _ the capitalist state and," 
establishment "of ,the proletarian dic- 
tatorship. ; , 

"It is not a problem of \immediate 
revolution. The revolutionary epoch 
may last for years. Jhe communist 
international offers a 'program both, 
immediate and ultimate* lir scope. The] 
communist international calls' arms^ 
against arms! Forxe : against force! 
Workers of the world, unite I - All 
power to the workers." 

In this constitution -also was put 
forth for the first time the definite ad- 
mission tha£ the communist .party still 
persisted, in America. Article, 4 reads: 

"The communist party is an illegal 
underground^ organization., ^It is highly- 
centralized with the convention, ,as its 
supreme body, and, the central :execu*< 
rive 'committee its supreme body be-; 
tween conventions*; ' *. 

"The identity c/f^the central execu- 
tive' committee members shall not be 
made known eitijfqr^by themselves or 
by those present* 'at, the convention. 
The central , executive committee shall 
be the official underground organ!" 

Meeting on Oyerlook Mountain.

vious" convention near -River" Forest? 
Jnembers of the communist party ofj 
America and of the united communis^ 
party of America still differed on 
many- points of/ policy. In view oi the> 
fact that much of the work must now, 
be carried on underground, the Wood- 
stock convention was called for the 1 
purpose of establishing complete 
harmony between the;two factions and 
to create a more efficient underground 
organization. 

Therefore, on May 15, 1921, sixty 
delegates;" tthirty from the communist 
party, and thirty from tjie united com- 
munist party, arrived in the city of 
New York, following instructions from 
the, international at Moscow. From 
there the delegates were conveyed by" 
automobile to a 'summer resort on' topj 
of Overlook mountain. i 

* Every precaution was taken by the 
communists to prevent any word ofj 
this meeting from getting about. Early 
in the morning the < delegates were as- 
sembled at the foot of the mountain. 
Here they were searched and creden-: 
tials examined! Then, under * escort,^ 
they climbed the, mountain. For more 
than, two weeks prior to this conven-j 
tion guards had been stationed in the^ 
vicinity— r-at Tarinersville, Woodstock 
and Kingston, as^well as at the Grand 
Central station,, New York, to watch 
for possible activity on the part of the 
government. . ''When >the delegates 
reached the ho.tel they were assigned 
two to a room, so' that one could watch 
the other., A steering committee was, 
organized which 1 forced rules, of con- 
duct, one of which forbade delegates 
going more, than^ 200 feet from the 
(hotel during sessions* of the convention. 
Besides this all delegates were searched 
and every scrap' of pa.per» which 
could possibly, he turned into evidence

Those sixty men were divided into 
thirteen districts covering' all of the

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called at ^ the command of a special 
mandate issued" by Gregory Zinoyiev, 
chairman of the communist internation- 
al, and under direct supervision^ of 
Charles E. Scott, a member of the 
Pan-American bureau of the commune

Instructions fromtffiefeln. '

'The main strength of the commun- 
ists — and In fact their only hope tor 
success in .America — lies in their pub- 
lications. For without propaganda 
the organization wquld die over night, 
and without its own publications there 
could be no propaganda in, a country 
which forbids open broadcasting of 
revolutionary doctrine. 

In the first years of communism, 
when no one really had wakened to 
the seriousness p\ the tfrin,gin rela- 
tion io tie country's welfare, little at- 
, tention was paid by the communists* 
\ 'to the publication of their teachings 
* here. *They didn't have to resort to 
]this method.^ Meetings were held iii 
;the open, at which, at much less ex- 
.pense/ iheir orators could demand 
vocally the "support of the -masses, 
which they now must solicit by printed 
documents smuggled into central points 
of distribution. 

Propaganda toy Publications. 

; * After the drive* against all radicals 

; by the government in 1 §19, (however, 

' the importance of printed matter con-* 

taining revolutionary teachings was at 

once seen— by both the communist 

leaders and- the government. It is now 

sufficient grounds for deportation % for 

any one to be found with such a pub- 

tljpation in his possession, it being 

ftaken as prima facie evidence of his 

'connection with .the conspiracy against 

, the United State? government J 

These ^publications are backed by 
millions of dollars— rwhicl^ are collected- 
j for that purpose both in the United 
I Statesman d by Subscription from Kos- 
r cow. Not long ago an 7 entire' build- 
\ ing was <purchased by the couimunTst 
1 party of America on, West Washington 
1 street, in Chicago. This, was ac- 
complished, > it has been learned, 
through the financial aid of the com-, 
1 muriist in! ernational in Russia. Here- 
f modern equipment has been^ installed, 
( and it is the plan of American coni- 
] munists that fron> this pffice shall be 
1 turned out yearly millions of pieces of 
i propaganda, to be sent x broadcast, 
through ihe country, carrying the mes- 
sage of revolution to, those 'workers, 
who 'have not yet been reached. 

0£ course, following orders from, the 
communist international^ a great deal, 
of communist work is being done 
legally and in the open. Thousa-nds of 
pieces of literature are printed ^damn- 
ing capitalism, but <ye? not openly 
preaching the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment by force, and are therefore 
legal. Yet,* if this "legal" propaganda 
were not augmented 'by underground 
efforts through which the real purpose 
of communjsm could be taught, com- 
munism as a principle and as a vital 
force would fail utterly. It is upon 
these secret publications that red lead- 
ers rely to acid to their lists, of "con- 
verts." , 

Repout 61 All Activities. 

*The main organ of the communist 
party" is the Communist. 

Printed in twenty-five languages, 
this publication .carries weekly- all news 
<5f communist activities throughout the 
world. In it are to be found the lat- 
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est orders from d^Bnternational at 
Moscow, together wSi news' of conv 
munist activities there.* In addition, a 
full and Complete report of all activi- 
ties in the United States is given eacl--i 
week. Whenever there is a secret 
meeting or a convention-, it is nc\ 
necessary for members to attend; th< 
minutes of the convention will appear; 
in the next number of the Communisti 
along with the text of all important 
speeches. ^ This magazine is the guide 
post of the communist in America. Bj \ 
reading jt he is able to say what he 
can or cannot do.

''legal" ones — -and where r the subject 
matter would make the publisher liable 
to prosecution, express companies are 
used. The papers are sent in bulk 
through the United; States to central 
distributing points." From here they 
aret taken by special messenger to vari- 
ous local headquarters, where they may 
be acquired by members of the several 
groups. 

A lar^e number of these papers and 
magazines openly advocate the des- 
truction of the United .States govern- 
ment/ 1 , * 

The "Itnn^iaere ITeaeraitioii." 
i The iorce behind these publications 
^s mainly that of' various language 
federations — that is, different sections 
of the communist party divided into 
groups according to the language they 
speak. (These federations, top, con- 
stitute the bulk of communist influence 
in the United States. On the surface 
these* language federations are legal, 
but underneath the^re runs an under- 
ground .current of illegal revolutionary 
propaganda. 

Each of r these language federations 
has a national secretary, and with this 
position goes, a private office in the na- 
tional headquarters of the Workers' 
party of America, at 1009 North 
State street, Chicago. When " it is 
considered that each language federa- 
tion h^s its own s\aff of writers, edu- 
cators and lecturers who are, all of 
them, subject to the control of the 
central executive committee of the 
communist party, a portion only of 
their strength can be estimated. These 
organizations as a whole claim a mem- 
bership of more than 2,000,000. Of 
these the most powerful federation, 
both financially and numerically, is the 
Finnish federatipn. This organization 
alone controls several daily " news- 1 
papers. It has its own publishing 
house in Duluth, Minn., and turns out 
yearly approximately 1,000,000 pieces 
of radical literature. " 

This federation also controls a uni- 
versity lor young men of Finnish na- 
tionality, w^ere they are -prepared for 
a career .a^ proficient agitators;^ Here 
they arsjaught^ economics, socialism*, 
civics^but most of all* communism. 
In addition this federation itself own 
real estate worth $2,000,000. 

Duriug^ the last^Jwo^vears, as a 
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logical connection with the foreign lan- 
guage radical papers, an organized at- 
tempt ' has been made by the com- 
munists to add the" foreign language 
mutual benefit societies to the list of 
organizations under their control — or- 
ganizations , with huge resources and 
some political power as well. And to 
some extent they have been success- 
ful. By placing men from the com- 
munist party in the various ' socie- 
ties as members *to stir up ill-feeling 
and discontent they have sufcceeded in 
many instances in, getting their, mem- 
bers on the board of directors, and 
finally obtaining coniplete control, 
mor6 noticeably among the Bohemian, 
Croatian, Slav and Jewish* societies. 

!^dd this money power to the In- 
fluence of the 500 or 600 radical 
sheets, sonte of them having a circu- 
lation us high as 18*0; 000,, and wheh 
nt is realized that these papers are dis- 
tributed among the hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers, it can easily be" seen 
that this ganger, which has been gen- 
erally looked upon as a national buga- 
boo, n)ay quite possibly develop, with 
{he spread of discontent " and ill-feel- 
ing, into a real national danger. 

CHAPTEIt 10. 

'TDivide and rule" — that^ is the cry: 
of the communist; That is the basis 
of his hope eventually to gain control 
of all industry, not only in the United 
States, but all over the world. 

Yearly hundreds of delegates are 
sent to' the United States with the ones 
objective of furthering here the prin- 
ciples * of communism as taught to 
them, and as directed by the commun- 
ist international in Moscow. « 

They J;ave sent representatives to 
South America, Mexico and Japan to 
stir up hatred there against the United 
States. TheV have attempted arid are line/ 1 
still attempting to foster unrest and 
dissatisfaction among the members of 
labor Unions of this country, hoping 
thereby \p obtain control of those or- 
ganizations. 

Race Hatred Encouraged'. 

, Among these activities not the least 
impprtant is, their attempt to engender

among the Negroes of the United] 
State's a feeling -of race hatred. 

It has been learned by investigators j 
for the department of justice that with j 
Chicago as their headquarters, red! 
agitators distribute communist litera- 
ture to thousands of Negroes weekly, 
and that through radical Negro pub- 
lications as well as through the regu- 
lar run of communist papers they feed 
to the Negro of America printed rea- 
sons why he should rise up and avenge 
the , wrongs done him by his white 
brothers. 

At the close of the European, war 
the government here Was confronted 
with the problem ot a restless Negro 
element whose members roamed the 
streets of all the larger cities, eager 
for an opportunity to establish equality. 
In some instances this eager ness, 
coupled witrl a like eagerness on the 
pari of white residents to oppose them, 
burst into regular *race wars. 

*.AV a result a special squad of agents 
was "^ssfened by the" department of jus- 
tice in Washington to niake a- complete 
investigation of this situation. This 
investigation disclosed ihe fact tha£ it 
was red propaganda which was respon- 
sible for this unrest. Literature had 
been sent out of a highly* inflammable 
nature. Speakers had been sent forth by 
fhe I. W. W„ the/Universal Negro Im- 
provement association, the African 
Blood brotherhood — all organizations 
affiliated with the communist party, de- 
nouncing the whites for their treat- 
ment of the^Negro. , / 

This investigation brought out tly - 
fact that even before their Return- U*\ 
this country radical literature had been 
distributed to "Negro troops in Europe 
calling? upon them to "rise a£d support 
the.woVkers of .the world 1 ," to defend 
their rights and' to "wipe out the color

There were disturbances ia Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Omaha, Neb., and 
Helena, Ark.

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h traced and, as a matter of fact, actu- 
* ally were traced directly through- the 
radical forces in. the United States to 
communist headquarters in Moscow,. , 
Radical publications, both in Chi- 
cago and "other cities, were found" re- 
sponsible by this* investigation for 
stirring up much of this race hatred, 
' Communists definitely started their 
campaign for Negro membership in 
I 1922, and at the world communist in-j 
fternational held Nov. T to D,ec. 3, 
] 1923, work among the Negroes formed 
jone of the main topics o( discussion. 1 
Indeed, at this particular congress 
I there were three Negro delegates 
jfrom the TJnited States — Claude Mc- 
Kay, William Billings and George 
j Johnson, all from Chicago. At this 
; congress^ a bureau known as the Negro 
comniission was formed to work out 
plans for propaganda and for the regu- 
lar routine work to^be taken charge 
of by the Negroes. In this Rose Pas- 
tor Stokes, formerly /of Chicago, took 
an active part. 

Meetings in Chicago. 

One oi the main organizers of Negro 
radicals )n t Chicago is. Ford- Whitemah, 
a permanent Negro organizer of the 
communist party of America.- A year 
ago, under his 'direction, all details for 
communist underground communica- 
tion with Chicago Negro radicals was 
worked out. \ Today they hold regular 
meetings in the'330G block on South 
Wabash avenue * and their membership' 
numbers several thousand in Chicago 
alone. 

' In the Negro race the communist 
finds a fruitful field for the growth of 
raliieal propaganda. Dayvby day, week 
by week, the Negro communists of the 
city are organizing for the, great day 
-^7-in which they -firmly believe — which 
-shall bring the overthrow of the pres- 
ent, government and give them every- 
thing they .have been led by their com- 
'munist friends to expect. t Arms/ are 
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being smuggled in t>y mall, by express 
and by messenger — and stored away 
in various meeting places of the/un* 
derground communist organization to 
be held in readiness for %hzt day. - 
Still* Fostering hatred. 

Here is a sample of the propaganda 
which the communists are spreading 
-through the Negro population: 

"The only language the blood- 
thirsty capitalists can understand is 
the language, of organized power. Only 
by reprisals, by answering force with 
force, will the ^business mob be re- 
strained irom continuing their coward- 
ly assaults upon the Negro and work- 
ing class population of this country. 

"There are more than 10,000,000 
Negroes in this country, almost all of 
them of the working class., These 
negro >wage earners are rapidly being 
reduced to serfdom and peonage — to 
a condition worse than slavery. 

"Shall we, stand idly hy and permit 
the capitalists to murder and crush 
10,009,000 of our fellows? Br^eak 
down the barriers of the unions. Wipe 
put the (Color line. There, is only one 
line to^be drawn and that is the class' 
line. The constitution of the United 
States js^ supposed to guarantee their 
freedom. Since then they have been 
herded into separate districts — segre- 
gated iniQy Jim Crow cars and their 
women subjected to assaults of- the 
white man, their, children deprived of 
'education. ' j 

"It is in the interest of both the 
Negro aiid white -workers to destroy 
this capitalistic government; root and. 
branch. Shoulder to shoulder, heart 
to heart, the wprkers of all races must 
unite to establish in £his country a 
workers' government — a soviet \ re- 
public of America. 

"The communist party calls upon 
our -colored comrades to organize and 
with their arms in their hands to re- 
sist the^ murderous assaults upon their 
homes. We call upon workers of all 
races to unite .against their common, 
enemy — the capitalistic class. 

'Workers of America, organize. 
Wipe out the color lines. Hail to the- 
proletarian revolution f Down with the, 
capitalist system and "the capitalist 
state. Long live the workers republic* 
of America." * %

;In the fall of 1922 was launched the 
^Farmer-Labor party. Heralded' -by a 
l^iare of publicity for weeks before the 
Sessions opened, 'the impression was 
.created that this convention would 
•ttiark the formation of a new political 
P.arty which should have for .its* pur- 
pose the furtherance of farmer and la- 
bor interests. * , 
£11 As had been expected, leaders from 
.both factions immediately leaped at the 
Sopportunity to associate themselves 
y\yith the movement, Far-m^eaders saw 
^in it a, chance to exploit their Cause, 
and labor greeted the proposition with' 
p$>en arms. v fc 
I So cleverly was the entire project 
handled that not until the congress was 
lhalf through its session was it discov- 
/ered that the whole affair was ^merely 
a^gigantic Communist plot, engineered 
{from Russia, 'to provide a new v arid' 
legal offensive weapon, for t striking at 
the root /of government under the guise 
eff a political party. Sponsors of 'the 
*iew "party" accomplished • their work 
|$o shrewdly that the- desired result 
Avas all buf obtained. Many recognized 
leaders of 'American labor flocked' to 
attend the conferences, including John 
Fitzpatrick and Edward Nockcls of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. Ofh,er 
prominent Leaders also were lured into 
attendance and were blind as. to the 
real motive until the convention was 
almost concluded, , ' 

tnl>or Discover tire Plot. 

( Ivfore.than 8000 delegates crowded 
to Chicago to attend this convention, 
representing every section of ' the 
United States. In the. midst of the 
.sessions, however, ithe communist idea 
cropped out. Labor leaders and Mother 
factional leaders discovered tHa't the. 
glace was packed * with hand-picked 
^legates chosen by the communists; 
and when it came to the election of of- 
ficials and the adoption of party poli- 
cies it was quickly apparent that the 
Communists meant to obtain complete 
control, and the "new party"' idea 
which had been looked upon as' an> 
hdnest effort to obtain for labor and 
the farmers their full rights and 
privileges was disclosed* as nothing but 
aT"bold attempt , on the part of the 
communists to "capture" the American 
'?or anions. ^ 



tVithdrawaFby all prominent labor 
leaders of theii; support quickly fol- 
lowed, together with 'several hundred 
"delegates," and the communists were 
left to finish the -affair as best they 
cbuld. In spite of the- f act fc however, 
{bat {Jus new party was disclosed as a 
part of the. extensive propaganda of 
the communists, the party did not die. 
Tt* still flourishes, without the support 
ipf organized labor, and now claims a 
^membership of more than a million. 
''Few of these, however, may rightly be 
[termed prominent in labor circles. 
{ The struggle by the communist lead- 
'er» for control of organized labor is 
tfaturally the branch of expansion to-

Wprkers individually have allied, them- 
selves ~ta the communist cause,* the 
mam ^ody of union labor — and non- 
union as well — has remained aloof, re- 
fusing to join this organization which 
cries so loudly for the "freedom 6i the 
working man." Labor leaders— ^even 
^those who often have^been accused, of 
£>emg radical in feeling — have con- 
sistently refused to cast their fortunes 
,\yith the communists. If the' United 
States government had adopted a 
hands-off policy and allowed 'com? 
munism to proceed in the open iri the 
belief that it would hang itself without 
aid, labor's attitude might have been 
,morfi uncertain. But with the govern- 
ment expressing its disapproval of the 
movement and refusing to .allow the 
| ^wtead of propaganda in the open, 
communists have had little success in 
their attempts to gain the approval of 
labor organizations. This does not 
mean, however, that strenuous at- 
tempts have not been made to over- 
c6me this opposition. 



Formation, of "^fnclei." 

!i» Under no circumstances, are' they 
permitted 1 to meet in groups of more 
than* ten, without special orders from 
jtbc central executive committee. Trie 
[organization, therefore, must depend 
£°J *S*55L operations on the soread of ; 
propaganda secretly distributed, arid 
upon small groups which act inde- 
pendently y but, always under specific in-, 
structions received from the commun- 
ist headquarters. In the; labor, unions, 
as well as in other industries,- these 
small groups are known as nuclei.- 
What '.he duties of "thjese nuclei are 
may bc.st be understood from the in- 
terpretation \of thgse duties sent^ out 
^secretly by \ the recent international 
meeting in Moscow. 

"A communis* nucleus," this order 
reads, "formed out of members of the 
communist party of/ each union,- under- 
takes to\ transform the union into a 
revolutionary fighting organism. There 



MemSers of these nuclei meet from 
time to time, in -many cases as often as 
once a week, to discuss matters per- 
taining to 'gaining control of union 
activities. "It is their purpose at all 
.times,- as may be inferred from the 
above excerpt from the Moscow* or- 
ders, to create a feeling of unrest, 
make other members of the union dis- 
satisfied with, labor conditions and thus 
win them over to communism, and^ 
revolution. . 

S CHAPTER 21. 

Aifhougn in the main the efforts of 
communist leaders to add the enroll- 
ment 'lists o( American labor as a 
[whole to that\of their dwn revolution- 
ary-organization have been fruitless,, 
it cannot be, said that these attempts 
have been entirely unavailing. Records 
ot labor unrest during the 'last five 
years would quickly dispel any such 
illusion. The- formation of the red 
Internationale, to organize , trade unions 
throughout the world, the operations 
of Foster and his trade union educa- 
tional league, and the wordings of busy 
nuclei members, ali had their -effect. 
>To William Z. Foster, according 
to the finding of investigations made 
by the bureau of /investigation, can be 
a"ttribut;d much of the labor unrest 
which was experienced in the United 
[States duirig the entire period follow- 
ling the war. , 
. Back in 1911 and 1912, Foster was 
one of, ihe principal contributors to I. 
W./W. solidarity. As one, of the lead- 
ing spirit? of the I. W. W. he made 
,a trip to France and upon his return 
(severed his connections with that or- 
ganization and published his now noto- 
rious book .called "Syndicalism." At 
^tne same 'time, he made "advances to 
; the American Federation of Labor in 
ibrder that he' might start there his 
f M bonng-frop-withii?' methods, in sup- 
;jport of radicalism. *

In September 
and November, 1919, occurred one of 
the- most serious *>f these economic dis- 
turbances — the call for a general strike, 
of workers in the steel industry. Th/

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r ~ I T?oster, itf^was found, HaTJegun his 
effective s agitation almost as soon 
as he was elected to head the organiza- 
tion committee of the Federation of 
Ilabor.*' After this committee "was or- 
ganized the campaign /to unionize the 
steel industry ' started. It was begun 
in ; ihe Chicago territory. The majority, 
of the steel workers were, foreign and 
unskilled, and' this made the work of 
organizing them into revolutionary 
groups an easy propostiom Late in the 
fall- of 4918 Foster opened head-, 
quarters in Pittsburgh, ^ adopting the 
usual method of establishing certain 
agitators' in the industry's branches and 
through, them gradually obtaining con- 
trol. fc f 

Strike in Ste^el Industry. 
- At about the same time the I. W. 
W.- .also 'began , attempts, to organize 
the : steel workers, but finding that Fosr 
ter was, in apposition to carry out the 
plans '-formulated during his years of 
association with : L W. W;, the I. W. W. 
agitators agreed, to. discontinue their 
4ttem'i>ts in the open, and to assist Fos- 
ter Iti every way, always keeping their 
operations hidden "from the eye of the 
public, * however*. 

In July, 1919, it was found, Foster 
sought -out Y^ cent St. John, a promi- 
nent L 'W.'W. leader,, and, requested 
from him the assistance of all radical 
agitators^in : tKe United States who were 
associated with the L "W. W* This v 
"St. John agreed to gpt, in return for 
which Foster agreed to secure bail for 
J/W. W. members in prison at Leaven- 
worth* As the summer dosed, it was 
.thought thai/ the organization move 
ment was sufficiently - advanced- ■ to 
call general strike of the steel industry, 
This' was > done in September. Now 
when the steel industry walked out, it 
was expected that the Federation of 
Labor would necessarily have to spon- 
sor the cause' of -the steel strikers. 
It was ,a surprise, therefore, when the 
Federation of Labor not only refused 
to place' its approval on' the strike, but 
even' denounced it as unauthorized and 
threw all its co-opci gtjon to the goy^ 

.ernment^m tracing down tlj'e causes 
leading^up to the strike. Thus ended 
the first real attempt of the commun- 
ists to capture American^ lab or. ^ 



*~ ~*~Mtne and Railroad Strikes. 

Close upon the steel strike came] 
the strike of bituminous coal miners 
This strike was a contest between the 
radical and patriotic elements oi f the 
unions and during it there was. a large 
amount of radical and revolutionary 
literature distributed among the 
miners. The communist party wai 
particularly active, as was also the 
union of Russian, workers. Numerous 
individual cases were investigated by 
the department of justice and deporta 
fion proceedings instituted against 
aliens who were found active in 
preaching the use of force and violence! 
amon& the strikers. Prompt action on 
the part of the federal government and 
loyal support from American Federa 
jtion of Labor leaders brpke the strike 
in time to -save the country from a fuel 
famine-* 

' Then came the railroad strike of 
1920: This also was a strike testing 
the power of the radical and conserva- 
tive elements within the organization. 

The causes underlying this strike 
cannot justly be traced, direct to com- 
munist agitators, yet, from, investiga- 
tion made by myself and other agents 
of the department of justice, it is 
known ; ithat revolutionary agitators 
did have much to do with it. One of 
the major purposes was destruction' 
of the railroad brotherhoods, re- 
moval of brotherhood leaders and 
formation 'of one big union. If nothing 
else, Jt off erqd. a most fruitful field' for 
communist endeavor. Thousands of 
pieces of radical propaganda were dis- 
tributed, and the rolls of the com- 
munist party were increased by sev- 
eral hundreds. In this situation, too, 
the ^federal government took a hand, 
the federal court issuing the most 
sweeping injunction which ever came 
from a federal bench, restraining the 
strikers from even going ncarthe yards 
of the railroads. 

These are the major upheavals of 
industry in which the influence of com- 
munist leaders was plainly -apparent. 
Accompanying them were other strikes 
in all lines of industry. Although it 
would be foolisli to credit all of these 
dirctly to the efforts qI the commu- 
nist nuclei** yet it is certain that .in such 
a time of unrest these nuclei nieri>bers 
were not inactive.

The Detroit Office now informs that Mr. Aaronson became acquainted with 
Spolansky during the early part of 1942, at which time 'he was in Detroit, 
Michigan, inquiring into the facts regarding the Sojourner Truth Housing 
Project, which case at that time was being investigated; by the Detroit Office 
under the Civil Rights Statutes. It is known to the Detroit Office that Mr. 
Aaronson spent some time discussing this case with Spolansky and that the 
latter turned over information which he allegedly developed regarding the 
background of the National 7/orkers League, and regarding Parker Sage, an 
officer of this organization, and also apparent!^ furnished Aaronson with 
information regarding the Ku Klux Klan and its participation in the Sojourner 
Truth Housing Project case. 

The Detroit Office further informs that the above facts regarding 
the association -of these two individuals were gathered by the Special Agent 
to whom the civil rights case was assigned, and that the facts were either 
told to the Agent or were observed by him during conferences which were 
held at that time.

Reference is made to personal and confidential 
letter from the Bureau dated Senteirtoer 10, 1943, relative to 
statements attributed to HARVEI^ANSEN in the case entitled, ' 
"HARVEY HANSEN, INTERNAL SECURITY," specifically the statement 
"seme kind of Gestapo on a nation-ra.de basis ♦« 

The Bureau has previously been advised in detail 
as to the activities of SPOLANSKY and his background, as well as 
to HARVEY HANSEN and his background. It is to* be noted that the 
Bureau has been advised that in tlie opinion of agents of the 
Detroit, Field Office HANSEN is a blow-hard.. 

No further information has come to the attention 
of this office which substantiates or corroborates HANSEN f S 
remarks concerning SPOLANSKY ! S activities* A review of informa- 
tion, received ,in the past does not reflect that there is any 
basis for such a remark on the part of HANSEN* 

It is known to me* and to agents of this office 
that SPOLANSKY has been in the investigative business for some 
time and that in recent years his main client and main source of 
revenue has been from some Jewish organization in New York, which 
has retained him as a representative in this area for the salary 
of $100 per week* SPOLANSKY has spent his time gathering informa- 
tion to the best of my knowledge on various topics, including 
both Communism and Nazism and anti-semitic activities* According 
to SPOLANSKY'S own statements to Assistant Special Agent in Charge 
Robert T* Ross, he has submitted all of his reports to the organiza- 
tion who employs him in New York and he knows that this organization 
in turn submits copies of these reports to the Bureau; g / ~ ,

Recently SPOLANSKY advised Assistant Special Agent 
in Charge Ross that he had been promoted; that he is leaving the 
city of Detroit; and that he is to have a permanent position as a 
supervisor with this Jewish organization in New York which will 
'pay him considerably more moneyj that he will live in New York 
with his family, but that he intends to maintain his contacts in 
the cities of Detroit, Chicago and vicinity. He stated that he 
will make periodic trips to this area for the purpose of determin- 
ing activities in this area, to contact his so-called "informants", 
and to obtain the information which they have*

(It might be noted that the use by OSS of a private investigative 
agency was presented to the Department as a violation of Section 53, Title 5 
of the U# S» Code which prohibits the use of private detective agencies by 
Governmental agencies. The Bureau was informed by Mr. Ugo Carusi that this 
statute involved fiscal matters and there is no penalty clause and that the 
only effective way to meet a violation is by withholding payment of the salaiy 
of the persons so employed.) 




Thereafter, the los Angeles Office advised of lucian C?Alheeler, 
6253 Hollywood Boulevard, Los Angeles, being connected with Bielaski and re- 
ceiving instructions and advice identical to that received by Harris who fur- 
nished his material to the Bureau. 

The foregoing information which was supplied by the New York Office 
concerning Frank Bielaski is also incorporated in the letter to Detroit for 
its information in thisf matter as possibly having a connection with that re- 
ceived concerning the activities of Spolansky. It will be noted that both the 
D etroit an d New Yo rk Offices have been instructed to find out the identity an d 
character of the i nvestigative group with which Spolansky and Bielaski are 
affiliat ed. Both Offices have been admonished to handle this matter discreetly. 

It is accordingly suggested that consideration be given to forwarding 
this letter to Detroit and New York so that the Bureau will be advised of any 
future indications of Spolansky *s group being active.

Bureau letter advised thatffio nfidential 
lPgg raant| [ had advised that on Friday, October 6, 1943, (ln*all proba- 
bUity%nis should have been^ August 6, 19430 at 7:00 A.M., a man arrived 
in Detroit, Michigan, by plane from New York City and is reported to have 
immediately contacted JAKi^BPOLftNSKY of Detroit, Michigan* 

Bureau letter went on to state that It was the Informant's 
impression that this individual from New York in all probability was one 
of the BIELASKI brothers from New York City. 

In order to verify this unknown individual's arrival in Detroit 
on August 6, 1943, inquiry was made at the Detroit City Airport, at which 
time Mr* DON NORTON, Ticket Office Manager, stated that the Detroit City 
Airport did not maintain in their files a log of incoming passengers from 
any other city o.r state. NORTON stated that this, information should be 
obtained fr£m the New York Municipal Airport, Jackson Heights, Long Island, 
(LaGuardia Airport). ;In this connection Mr.. NORTON suggested that Mr. 
KENNETH S1£L$H, Supervisor of Reservations be contacted in an effort to 
obtain a list of individuals who left New York City on that particular day 
for Detroit, Michigan. The New York Office is being hereby requested to 
conduct the above investigation with the idea in mind of definitely 
ascertaining whether or not it was one of the BIELASKI brothers who came 
to Detroit on August 6, 1943. 

Assistant Special Agent in Charge ROBERT T» ROSS was telephon- 
ically contacted by SPOLANSKY on October 7, 1943, with regard to another 
matter, at which time Mr. ROSS discreetly ascertained from SPOLANSKY that _

At the present time the Detroit Office has no further informa- 
tion relative to the activities of SPOLANSKT or possible activities of 
SPOLANSKT with regard to the information set forth in Bureau letter of 
September 23, 1943. 

This is to advise that in line with Bureau instructions no open 
inquiries will be made relative to the \ possibility of SPOLANSKT *S being 
connected with a new organization in New York City, and no further active 
investigation is being conducted by the Detroit Office in the absence of 
any specific request from the Bureau. The facts as set forth in Bureau 
letter, however, will be borne in mind, and in the event any information 
is received at the Detroit Office relative to this matter the same, will 
be immediately forwarded to the Bureau*

As indicated therein Mr. MINTZER made available the reports which he had 

received from Confidential Informants bearing upon the subject matter 

of the investigation. The information furnished by his Confidential Informants 

in Detroit was suSh as to require additional information regarding the 

sources and basic or underlying facts which would support, or enlarge 

upon the information furnished. When this was explained to Mr. MINTZER 

he identified his informant as JACOB SFOIANSKI whose services he had engaged 

in behalf of his committee. Mr. MINTZER then stated that if necessary he 

would arrange to have SFOIANSKI come to New York and that he could then 

be questioned in detail by Agent Seykora. Mr. MINTZER was advised that 

this would not be necessary at this time as it appeared that SFOIANSKI* 

could be interviewed by a Bureau Agent in Detroit, to which MINTZER 

stated he had no objection. 

This suggests the possibility that the contact with Mr. MINTZEEt 
in the RUSSIAN FASCISTS UNION matter could now be renewed and arrangements 
made to have SFOIANSKI., when he. is next in New lork, interviewed by 
Agent Seykora in this connection and incidentally obtain information 
as to his present activities. 

The Bureau's views as to the desirability of this procedure 
would be appreciated.
